sort of a place its the lalund Oity of the 
Pacilic ( twin. Victoria itself is pleasant- 
ly situated upon the shores of a deep 
iudentof the ocean, and is entered 
"fr6t£f''t3ii&*Straits of Fuca hy a narrow 
passHge connectint! thn outer and the 
inner barbors. From tlie innnr harbor 
a bay at eaoh'efid shoots inland, giving 
tba general contoar of the shore line 
the appearance of a bent bow, such an 
Cupid carrio.s in tin; picture of that 
popular lad. Janie.s P.ay, on tho ri{;ht 
is spanned by a brid;,'*', crosHing wliioli 
one finds hiuiaelf in a [lart, of tho town 
where thcro are numf^roua tine r<3sid- 
encpb, the Provincial Government 
buildings and many beautiful walkH. 
Faeaing over the peninsula formed by 
tbe two harbors and the Fuca straits, 
we come to the Dallas roac', u hioli 
skirts t;he shores of the straits for a 
couple of mile.s or niorn, and leads np 
to Beacon hill and tlui puljlic park. 
This latter includes within its 100 acres 
the race course. It is aloiost untouched 
by the Civic Council, "with fingers 
itching to imj)rove on nature's charms 
by man's distiguicmeiits" — the corpor- 
ation of Victoria, in this respect, set- 
ting a good example to Home other city 
corjjorations one reciilln to mind.

ensconoing themselves behind largo 
rocks or in some of the many ae{[Uf'.'tt- 
ered iiooksl formed by the denuding 
iullueiice of the wateru acting during 
manv ages 'ipon soft baidcs, di'eain girl- 
ish dreaniH, re'id ile'ir In vorile autiiors, 
or the latest iiijvcl. II I'.'-i'inen gallop 
on the downs, MUggi'.-itiiig, faintly per- 
hip%|tbat they would bo more at homii 
on the rolling deep in the llig ship- 
Venturosonic boys make iiilgriniugos 
to out jutting rocks, to tho manifest 
terror of their younger sisters, whr) 
fear Joe's or Freddie's life is in dan- 
ger, or to the disgust, of tho elder sin- 
ters aad tbeir mammas, who have 
'WldODS of torn coats to be mended, or 
trousers that ought to remain cloaii for 
as many days us iliey will hours. 

U[)on Beacon hill p:iter and mater 
familias sit on tlu! Itenclips enjoying 
the fresh sea hreezos; tlie uiouutainB, 
around whose brows, snow and cloud 
wreathe fl(?ecy turbans; the never ccas- 
iog^lay of tht^ Hiiarkling waters, and 
the oak trees, that by means of many 
gnarls and knots, have braced tlx-m- 
H«lves to witlistiind thti UMnjicsts over- 
turning Hw(;e|>. Down upfiii the rlioro 
itself, the ever industrious Oiiinaman 
is oollecling drift wood, of which, in 
this wood abounding country,jthore is 
is an ample supply, each stick 
and trunk bearing evidence of its tight 
with the tumbling waters by which it 
haabeeu battered and bruised down 



the straits of Gooi;;gm among the 
thousands. pf islands^ through which it 
has had tp 'threatT.i'tp ^evidy^^ 

•A WALK AtONO' THR "OOAOT,' ■ 
The coast-line f or Imiles ' fs ifidented 
by bays and iideta. Yesterday f walk- 
ed about fifteen miles, in great part 
along this sea-coast. The walk carried 
me through groves of oaks, and shady 
coverts of poplar antl ros« bushes; along 
open plains loved by. members of tho 
fern family, such as' the Winter, tho 
Lady fern, the Bracken and the Bock 
being like those found on tlm Atlantic 
coast, l)Ut lai'ger and taller, while others 
were new to me; ovor rocky ridge.s 
where the rocks \v(^re to.ssed and turn 
bled in groat disorder — little aud big' 
all huddled to^ethm*, treeless but luos-( 
sy masses, in whose crevices gi-ew suc- 
culent grasses upon which sheep were 
feeding with evident enjoyment. From 
the fern clum])s grouse almost tame 
rose and whirred their way to the 
groves on my nearing their ferny lodf- 
ing places. Upon the shoies were shells 
of all kinds. 

Here and tliere were young crabs 
which the lively waters had swept 
ashoio to the gr -at joy of the cawing 
crows that wheeled mi heavy ili^iit close 
upon the intruder, as if bulioviiiL; him 
a walking skeleton wliich er(; long 
would lie down and give them a change 
from shell fish to flesh. A few pheas- 
ants and a soft grey colored bird, with 
wings of crimson iindenieaih gave vari- 
ety to the bird-life. Jn jilacea were 
shigiilv hpacbes jjrotectt!!! from tlu> 
waves by encircling rocks, like great 
muscular arms tirowu around baby 
|)ools. Bathing [ilaces these are fit for a 
king's son. But the water is cold, very 
coltl, and one's enjoyment of the lux- 
ury nJust be momentary, for the rills 
and cascaiies from tbe snowy heights 
of the Ulyni[iia rttnge are as cold as 
glacier ice can make them, and im|i:irt 
their coldness to tho watoi's of the 
straita 

In all this variety there was exercise 
for th() liiuba, ti/.one for the lungs, de- 
lights for the eye and health for the 
body and mind. 

I.V TlIK TO UN. 

I'eturning home through I he (uit 
skirts of tlie town 1 could not ilooilier- 
wise than take notict; of tlio nmiiv 
cliaracleristicH V ictoria has in com- 
mon to English towns. The honey- 
suckles sovered the fronts of the houses 
The ivy climbed and covered tall trees. 
The holly formed ht'dgfs that would 
have taken prizes anywhere, and other 
climbers made their way uj ward, 
bright with yici'ii or blue or veliow 
flowers A whole iinglish worki of ihjw - 
er4i£e basks in the sunshine of Vic- 
toria. Tbe wild pea rises higher than 
your head. The monthly roses ."ipreaa 
along fence and over dwelling, and the 
roses Ihttmselves ai'o something; wonder- 
ful to soe. livery inorning Lady JMac- 
donald was the jileased recipient of 
baskets of big roses that seemed to car- 
ry an England in eaeh of their bosoms. 
Nature puin forth plant and shrub and 
tree in a most prolific stylo. All around 
as you walk there is diffused the iiiingl- 
fid odor of tirm-bulsam, sweot-.scenteif 
Uowor anol ftirn. H'i like travelling 
through a porfuruo bottle. It is like be- 
ing in the neighborhood of Liimmel's 
shop on the Stand, when tbe air is 
heavy with the scent of patchouly, 
sweetbriar, roses and other odoriferous 
emanatioiiH in process of being bottled 
for the world's use. The constancv of 
the climate, which n(!ver "goes back 
on" tho proud N'iotorian, the tloweis 
that bloom so long and so sweetly and 
the climbing piunis that hide deeay, 
all combine to make garden parties a 
great amusenieht during the summer 
months for the N'ictoriitn upper ten. 

Tbe town it.-3(;lf appears to be, on the 
main, a colieclion of one story wooden 
houses. But a closer inspi>ction shows 
that tbcin are rapiilly giving wav to 
largar buildings of brink and more el- 
aborate dwellings of wood. Tho build- 
ing operations of tho last few years 
havw l)ut 11 mainly in the direction iiidi 
rated. I'bo sbo|>s are large, airy, W(!ll 
tiiiislntd and furnished, 'i'be streets are 
wide. Iron rollers and crushers aro 
u.sed to piovide stone and to force it 
into jjropcr position in the streets. Very 
appropriately, in this country of lofty 
trees, the city is lighted with electric 
lights suipended on th« tojis of stanil- 
ard.^ which for loftin-sw might bo "tho 
inabts of HOUi'J tallaniirrti" The pub 
lie KcliooU itre ^credit. Uliurches abound 
There are tour (Uily papers, two morn- 
ing and two evening; postal facilities, 
telegraphs and telephones. A 6re bri- 
gade, one of wiiose posts I noticed was 
suitable designated "Deluge No. 1." 
stands roativ lo destroy lire. In fact 
there ai« all the parajihurnilia of ur 
ban civilization, e.tcept good dranage, 
which 1 uin sorry to say the city does 
not possess.

ill contnot in divors parta of the world. It 
would be intereating to iiiveatigato and 
ooDBider how far the climaio of a country 
affeots the formation and duvelopmont of 
national charaoter. We can hardly havu 
eioaped ntftioioff the mannec in which 
loosl olimate affeots individuals, and how 
aunaitivi) aumo natures are tu the inllu- 
encea of auushino, fog. rain, thunder- 
storms, and high winds, a corroapuudtug 
exhibition or deprussion atteiidiiig these 
natural phenumuna. How much greater 
then must be the effect of cliniatoii in 
their extremes of heat and cold, drought 
and moist uro^'storDia and caltua, on racua 
of men born and reiirod under thoao dif- 
feront influences iind never eecapiiig from 
themi That olimaio and temperature no 
far to^frds developing or stanting men, 
mentally and physioally, wa must admit 
when we donteroplate people born under 
■uoh extremes as we find in the Atotic 
regions, or the tropical sun of Central 
Africa, and compiire them with the races 
inhabiting tho temperate znnos. I'ro- 
bably the least intellectual of mankind 
are the Bsquimaus, a race of beings stunt- 
ed both physioally and intoUectiially, who 
Boom to be blighted by the 
cold, cheerlosfl, uncongonial roi;ion in 
which they live. Their iiiatinotd do not 
appetir to becomo dovoloped much boyoiid 
that of tho nuimaU, niul the same luiiy bo 
Diiid of Hottentots, with thin diftereuce, that 
■while the one iH a hardy ruco, inured to 
privation and hiirdship, and oitreiuely ac- 
tive iu procuring iho uecpssary Bubsititeuce 
to support life, tho other appears to have 
become enervated by tho extreme heat, and 
exists more like a race of lazy animals than 
human beings. The inhabitants of coun- 
tries poHsesBing the same temperature and 
climea also present great diflforencea. The 
Asiatics diilVr from Kuropouns in their chai- 
aotorifiticH. Takiny Europe into 'lousidcra- 
tioii wo liud the Anglo-Saxon, Teutonic, 
Gaelic, and other races, occupying uorth- 
■weateiu and central Europe, very similar in 
character — active, resolute, intelligent,. 
rinildi,and what we may term entirely pro- 
fgratsiye. in their orgamzatiou. farther 
^fecpjh'^tin sunny Franoe,^e;flnd the people 
>t|ubr^inerouriEU, versatUe; bright and gay, 
''bWUSking the reBblnt»'flxmoeB8 and stolid- 
ity o|.the more northern nations. This ia 
inlensifidd in the hotter countries of Spain, 
Italy and Turkey, where the national oUar- 
aotcr displays moie heat, pasbiou and im- 
pnlfiiyeneaa. TIigkc people uro plcasure- 
loving and lazy, aiid have gained tho .'ii)!<ri- 
^uei of "LotUH-caterd" from their frivobus 
and inactive manner of passing their lives. 
In Asia we find the people more nearly 
assimilating to Europeans, and to tho 
Preach espeoially, the Japanese who, enjoy- 
ingi. la I .temperate ) ,^d. .stumy land, 
where flowers abound and life is 
easy and pleasant, being a gay, bright, ami- 
able race, and though not highly civilized, 
ingenious, thrifty, devout and kind heart- 
ed. The Chinese compare very unfavor- 
ably with their neighbors of the "Flowery 
Iilea" in dispoaition, though they Mfi far 
ip)4^n^i)Q§J^^them in learning the arU 
and aoTenCes, and in knowledge eenerally. 
The Chinese are decidedly the moat in- 
tellectual people in Aaia, though their 
despotic and etrictiy conservative furm of 
.government has hitherto retarded any- 
thing like progression ; and possibly ',he 
extremes of heat and cold to be found 
within the empire have a great deal to du 
with the great but at the same time only 
partial development of intellect and heart 
iu the Chiuese. The T.irtars wo find to 
baa herue hardy warlike race, accustom- 
ed to a oold bracing climate and a hard 
'rough life, not conducive to high intellec- 
tual development. Tho Hindoos on tho 
contrary, living under a tropical sun, 
though brave, are luzy and inactive and 
without high intellectual attainments. 
The lower orders are, from necessity, 
active and hard-working, while the sup- 
erior ranks of the people are despotic in 
their sway over inreriors. We find this 
)jetiy deapotiam .i loading characleristio 
ill tropical cliuiiitea, probably allowing the 
natural bent of tho national mind when 
not under a uecesaity for exertion and 
labor. Africa ranks lowest in human de- 
velopment intulli-ciuilly , not so much 
(rum tho fact of Ua lying in tho tropics, as 
from tho fact of ita cuiiipriniiiH dry arid 
waters and dcauria, wanting in fe'tihty 
and utterly uncniigenial to comfort or 
pUbsure in the life of man. 

THE OLD FLAG. 

It has been a aorc point with tho Col- 
onies that they have not been allowed to 
fly the whito ensign on those of their vea- 
■ula which are omph-yed in the govern- 
ment service. Mr. Froude records that 
the premier of New Bouih Wales-teferred 
to this subject with bitterness, saying 
with emiihaais, "Wo must have the Kwj,- 
liah flag again. " "i'lio Auatraliana," Mr. 
l-'roude adds, "do not like a bar siiiiater 
over their aoutcheop, aa if they were baa- 
tards and not logi£imate: and surely of all 
ill c'ltibidorud moasures in our d^^aliiigii 
with thu Cob.niea the indignity of forcing 
ij|)on them a diUorunco in tlm flag wan the 
worst'. No ullriiiit waa, of couran, in- 
tended. The Hlt(>rati(jii originated, [ be- 
lieve, in soino otlicialiain unintelligible to 
the ordinary niiiui, and waa taken up and 
insisted upon as a part of the separatiat 
j/nlicy. I5y our poor kindred it has boon 
t:;koii as an intiniatiiui, tiauiitod purpet- 
ually in their faces, that wo look on thom 
as our inferiors and not aa our equals. 
Thoie who are talking and writing so eug- 
rrly now about u confederated empire, 
should insiet at once, and without delay, 
that when sny colony expresses a wish 
t<i lly over it.4 Hliipa nnd forts tho old tVig 
of Kiigland, neither childiah pedantry nor 
treacherous secret deaigna to break the 
empire into fragments shall ba allowed to 
interfere with a patriotic and honorable' 
purpose". With tho sentimoiitB ospressed 
in the foregoing it is iiiiposbible not to 
hympaihize. Mr. Froudu naa, however, 
been a little hasty iu concluding thai 
there was no ollior reaaon for withholding 
from the culoniea leave to "Qy tho old flag 
of Englauii!!. "than "some ^offloialism uu- 
intelligibleto the ordlt'iary tiiind." Kir 
Thomas Br.i-iacy, in his p.ipor ro.ul >)oforo 
the United Service [natstiiiioii on iho I'Jih 
uU., touched on tliia point and said: "It 
was to bo ri'nuiinborod that tho admiralty 
had no voice in tho solection of tho odicera 
for tho command of the colonial vessels, 
and the admiralty might reasonably have 
hesitated to iiliow their ll itjs to be hoisted 
(,n aliips ii"t niH.l.--r tlndr own 
control." It i" euny to i-i:o from 
(tils that soinoihiiY '"»io than "uniii« 



tolligible oiBcialism" determined tho action 
of the admiralty in this matter. Herein a 
reaBOU ia given — and wo venture to Bay a 
reaHOU not destitute of reason — and the 
the matter oonstitutos another argument 
for the unification and oonaolidatiuu of the 
imperial and colonial forces, iu other words, 
for imperial federation . When the admir- 
alty, recoBsUtated' if neoessary, to meet the 
altered oiroumstanoes, controls the oolonial 
ships, that is, when these form part of the 
imperial navy, then there will be no diili- 
culty in flying the white ensign. '

Vancouver 
was burned because the inhabitants had 
not felt the aching want., of an engine 
Aohea are Bumetiinea felt only after the 
blow has been received. Tho blow may 
bo alinoat a stab! Oats are a.iid to see in 
the dark and some intellectual eyes can 
sou furthur into a mercifully dim future 
than others —dimness being only relative. 
Some have more acute aenaatiun and per- 
ception than others. Anyhow, waiting 
until everybody feels an aching want is, 
perhaps, to wait for a deatruction of sut- 
tlemerit and trade, which might by peer- 
ing into the dim future and taking pre - 
cautions in time, have boon secured. 
What is "future ( ' Half a ceniury ago 
it was almost inipoasiblo to got to Van- 
couver island and at that time the Pacilic 
coast was practically uninhabited. "Fu- 
ture" then me int six or eight moiiths and 
now 20 days. Did any oiio then think 
tho future so near I Twenty years nt/n 
it took a month to roach Wiuuipeg; O'av 
sis days.' Things that previously lu .k 
months tu accomplish now occupy only 
minutes ! What then is "futurcl" It 
cannot be measured by time or distance. 
It ia quito possible by moans of tho l-.k- 
tenston of tho Nanaimo railway to tho 
north end of Vancouver Island to make 
the "future" now or near. Tho suttlo- 
inentof tho island oould be done now in- 
stead of many years hence! Trade and so 
forth Would follow in its wako. Tho rail- 
road and steamboats would make trade — 
j render easy what is at the preaont iim- 
ment difficult — secure that which if lef: 
too long may be lust. If this be not d<ino 
by Canada < ur neighbors will 6nd means 
and appliances fur making tho 
dim future clear to them, 
and they will anatch what boloiig-i t.i iia — 
tho trade of the coast and Alaska. It 
may here Is obaervi d that sentiment, 
national fei li ig, desirability ur necessity, 
or all combined will auuu make the 
Americana require a road to Alaska to 
connect the old states with the infant 
territory. Such a railroad will pri-bably 
pass through a portion uf liritiah Colum- 
bia. In this ouso what ia to prevent u 
branch of such road being brought to 
Port Simpaon'l What is to prevent it 
being brought to some Aniericaii port in 
Alaskal What then will be tho position 
of Port Simpson? What relation will tho 
Vancouver laland railway bear to iti 
What will be the effect of such a ruad on 
the near future uf .\laskaf Vancouver 
Island muat look to the north, and keep 
a bright lookout too, fur there ia her 
future .hi^pe. :and support Tho coaai 
trade ia her trade. Will she kt-ep it if 
she be not ready for the nuircifully dim 
future? These ipuculations miy bo a 
miraue or imaginary ligutos dancmg in 
the joy and dimness uf the future, but 
depeucl upon it, the sooner good people 
discuss the matter — not in newspapers — 
but iimong tbemaolvta, and try and make 
the scheme not ouly practuable but a liv- 
ing moving being, tho hotter will it be 
for them, fur British Columbia, and for 
tbe trade uf Canada.

— At the hour that par- 
liament met, a depressing and persistent 
rain was falling and the crowd gathered

The proviaioual nature of thu arraugenient 
made by tho last parliauicut for the public 
charKos of the year, renders it inexpedient 
to postpone auy further cousideratioo of 
necessary flnauoiol legislation.

Third, that we extend our 
heartfelt thanks to ((ladatone for hia groat 
ell'orts on behalf of Iriah solf-govoriiniont 
and wo cxjjreaa our gratitude to tho Eng- 
lish, Scotch, and Welsh doraooracy for 
tho support given to tho groat Liberal 
loader and his Irish policy during the re- 
oent general electioos. Fourth, Resolved, 
that this convention hereby returns its 
ihaiiksto tho American people and press 
for the generous aupport which they have 
ijiven to tho cause 'of soif-governtuent in 
[reland. Fifth — Wo record our sense of 
the remarkable forbearance and self re - 
atrainl exorcised by our people in Ireland 
in face of iho dishouoal system of extor- 
lion to which thoy are being subjected 
by rack runt i<f landlorda, and in view of 
the liccuho acandiiloualy oxlended to or- 
ganized lawlessness in the north of Ire- 
land by partisan oftioiali, and we com- 
mend the laudable desire of tho people of 
Ireland to manugo their own affairs in 
their own way.

Vlie Bouianirer'^Larejiily Duel. 

Tilt! Paris Oaulois, iiuUlisIiea a de- 
tailed account of tho duet between Gen, 
Boulmiger and tho liaron de Lareinly, 
Several contradictory accountw of this 
duel were tM»bled and printed, but this 
one from the Gaulois, whiOh tallies 
with the procea verbal, is believed to 
have been revised, if not written, by 
Baron de Lareinty liimaelf. 

"When the princiiials arrived upon 
the ground tlie> saluted each other. 
The sccoiui.s, at Home little distauce 
from them, uoiumenced making the 
final preparations for the combat. 
During this tiino the Bai'ou de Larein- 
Ity and (Jen. Houlanger, left 'facing 
j each other ut about thirty pacRS apart, 
j walked up and down, Suddenly Bou- 
laiiger, litiding hiniBelf by this move- 
ment in front of tbe Baron, saluted 
him, and, at once they entered into con- 
versation which lasted about a quarter 
of an hour. When the seconds returned 
to the lighting ground they were 
Hstoiiishcd to tiiid the two adversaries 
oiigagcd in a quiet Ule u-ttU. Gen. 
Frelittult tried the pistols which were 
brought by the seconds of Baron de 
Lareinty. Ueii. Leoointe loaded them. 
Tho iirincipals were placed in position 
at twenty-live paces apart. The liriiig 
was at the word — that is to say at the 
word 'one' tlioy were to raise their 
pisrols, aim and tire before the word 
'three.' 

Gen. Leoointe in a loud voice cried 
out "One !' Gen. Boulanger aimed at 
Lareinty, and at the word 'Two' he 
lowered his pistol plainly, and a dull 
snap was heard. Seeing thin movement 
and as the woni 'Three' was given, 
Baron do Lareinty lired obliquely, and 
I ben advancing towards Boulanger, he 
said in an anyry tone: 'Gen. Boulanger 
why didn't you tire at mel' 

'Mons. le Baron,' replied the Gen- I 
oral, '1 did not nieaii to offend you by i 
omitting to fire at you. You see niy j 
pistol has uiis.sed lire' {ri^U). Then j 
General Lecointe took the pistol from i 
General Boulaiiger'a hand, aud holding 1 
it up, pulled the trigger. It missed tlie 
second time, but on the third trial it | 
went ofl'. I 
The .second.s then declared that the 
condilions of the duel were fultilled, 
and honor satiHlied, 

Gen. Boulanger tlien oflered his 
hand to Baioa de Lar inly and remark- 
ed to him: 'I would have been much 
grieved to have deprived France of one 
of her most jjracious defenders, ' 

'(itiiieral," rpjilied da Larientv, 'I 
iViii glud two Holdiei'fi are spared to the 
coumry.' Then they e.xchaiiged a few 
•ouit ous words, and, accom| anied by 
their seconds, regained tlieir carriages."

Hepl^ iiig in this way to an inquiry 
from a goatleraan who writea for hints 
relative to the ostabliahment of a 
Bchool of journalism in the west may 
answer the purpose as well as a per- 
sonal reply, and at the same time mtiy 
AWftken aa later^st ,m the subject to 
which I have before referrei While I 
deplore the cuatotn of asking the opin- 
ion of those who are not journalists, I 
am enough like other j)ooplo to write 
most fluently on tlioso subjects of 
which I know the least, and ao I ohoor- 
fuUv attack this question. 

I have always been in favor of 
journalistio sohoola, Like other profes- 
sions, however, journalism is best 
taught in the school of rough and tear- 
soikod experience. Thut is the journal- 
istic school that has turned out the 
most effieient men ia the profession so 
far, and no doubt it will always con- 
tinue to do so. 

We will take for instance a young 
man who has written a jingle in an an 
tograph album or an essay on "Our 
Oruol an Inhuman Indian Policy." It 
lias attracted thn attention of some in- 
dulgent friend and he begins to cast 
about him in order to seleota deaerving 
paper on which he may bestow himself 
and bring pro.s])erity. He finally peels 
offhiscoat and hang.s it in the sour and 
reeking den of the "Tail Holt Palla- 
dium." On that morning he feels that 
the eyo of the great world of letters is 
on him. He writes a half column either 
on "The Discipline of Children" or 
"Our National Currency." I can shut 
my ey«8 and guess right four times out 
of five on theso cases, for have 1 not 
been there, aa Aristotle in hia own 
terse way lias suid'J ,

what the people want most is some- 
thing in the line of cris]), gossipy and 
pointed paraitraphs. So be take a sto[)- 
ladder and jmlls down the little rhe- 
torical tin god that he has erected in 
the inner teiiijile of tho Tail Holt Pal- 
ladium.
